DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . This action is responsive to amendment filed on October 19, 2008, where Applicant 
cancelled claims 1-45 and added new claims 66-69. Claims 66-69 remain pending. 

Claim Construction 

2. Claim 66, line 6, recites "enabled to" and on line 9, recites "capable of. These 
limitations are clauses that merely state the purpose or intended use of the provider and apparatus 
respectively. They fail to impart any distinct components, definitions or functionalities of the 
claimed MVNO apparatus. Since the claim is an apparatus claim, the language that follows these 
clauses are not considered as limitations and thus are of no significance to claim construction. 
(See MPEP section 2103 H.C) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 66-69 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Karremans 
(US Publication No 2006/0041666). 
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5. In reference to claims 66-69, Karremans teaches a hosted mobile virtual network operator 
(MVNO) apparatus comprising: 

an interface to a plurality of network operators; an interface to a service provider; 
an interface to an external network; and an application service provider unit enabled to manage a 
partnership module to said at least network operator, a module for settling operator fees, and at 
least a module to enable the hosting of at least an application of said service provider; such that 
the apparatus is capable of providing a customer of said service provider with service from at 
least one of said plurality of network operators while communicating solely with the hosted 
MVNO apparatus; wherein the external network is the world wide web (WWW); wherein the 
service provider and the network operator are the same entity or same organization; wherein said 
application is provided by said customer. (Figure 5 and Tfs 93-96).
